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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This office action is in response to amendment filed 12/15/2003. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for allowance of the claims is the inclusion of synchronized rectifier 
controller connected only to circuits on a secondary side of the transformer for controlling a 
synchronous rectifier (SR) switch on a secondary side for generating output signal, wherein the 
synchronous rectifier controller comprises a means for generating a dead-time for turning off 
the SR switch with a controlled dead-time before a main switch of the transformer is 
turned on.
